rick, the division’* public infor­ 
mation 
officer. 
“It’s 
just 
packed every weekend. You go 
out there and there’s a traffic 
jam and ifs almost like being 
in a city. There’s been very 
agressive 
development 
that’s 
required an alteration of natu­ 
ral beauty.” 
“Hueston Woods is really jaz­ 
zy,” said Hall. “It’s a first- 
class park. But it’s 
true that 
during the summer you need 
reservations far in advance for 
the family cabins. 
“The 
greatest 
demand 
at 
Hueston 
is 
for 
the overnight 
family 
accomodations.” 
Hall 
said. “They accept reservations 
a year ahead of time. In the 
first five or six days of summer 
they get over 2.000 requests for 
reservations 
at 
the

keeping cabins—they can ac­ 
cept 25 for a minimum rental 
of one week.” 
There 
are 
about 
13 state 
parks with vacation cabins, and 
Hall says the situation is “sim­ 
ilar” at all during the summer.

Hall said he can’t think of 
any underused parks.

Litter is not an extreme prob­ 
lem at state parks, both Hall 
and Larnck said. And there is 
plenty of undeveloped land 
“We have more woodlands to­ 
day than 50 years ago,” Hall 
said. “because of good forest­ 
ation and timber control.

The state can count on about 
130.000 acres from Army Corps 
of Engineer projects, but Hall 
says that as far as the state’s 
building parks goes, “In the 
past six or seven years we’ve 
only added seven or eight parks 
to the list—one third of the con-

we ll 
need.” 
Larrick thinks the situation is 
I urgent for the Cuyahoga River 
I Valley. 
“lf we don't get the funds by 
1982 to keep the valley in its 
: natural state,” he said, “I be 
lieve it will be lost forever. Ifs 
■ just going to be a disaster. But if 
we can get all 20.000 acres pur- 
| chased, we can at least protect 
I the land.” 
Hall also thinks there are 
j “some unique areas” in Ohio 
that the state should purchase 
and protect.

Ohio m ake an annual purchase 
of a piece of meat! to attach 
to their vehicles indicating that 
these have been licensed. 
At the end of the year, and 
upon purchasing a new set, the 
average m otorist sim ply tosses 
the old licenses away, hut one 
local resident saves his, and has I 
a continually growing collection 
of plates dating from present 
tim e back to 1910. 
Joseph P. Noecker, of 615 S. j 
Court St., has hanging on his 
garag e wall an exam ple of car 
registration plates for the past 
GO years.

Oddly enough, that first 
year's and 1909’s plates did not 
have a y e a r date inscribed and 
both w ere blue background with 
white num erals.

finish. Even after heavy wear,
